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INTRODUCTIOrJ 


This  report  summarizes  the  Montana  findings  of  a  survey  taken  in  the 
winter  of  1980  in  order  to  examine  the  trends  of  nonresident  travellers 
in  the  Old  West  Regional  Comnission  states  (Montana,  North  Dakota, 
South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  and  Wyoming).  The  report  includes  the  survey 
instrument  used  and  the  tabulated  responses  to  the  questions  asked. 

Each  table  refers  directly  to  specific  questions  asked  in  the  survey. 
An  explanatory  statement  above  each  table  describes  what  information 
can  be  taken  from  the  table.
